Woolley, the Committee voted unanimously to approve the open
session minutes and executive session minutes as presented of the
State Properties Committee meeting which had been held on
Wednesday, May 19th, 2010.

New Business:

ITEM A — Department of Education — A request for approval of and
signatures on an Agreement Concerning the Transfer of Ownership of
the Chariho Career and Technical Center to the Chariho Regional
School District.
